Under the British North America § 
Act of 1867 che right to legislate on 
matters respecting education in Can- FF 
ada was reserved exclusively to the 7am 
provincial legislatures, In general % 
throughout Canada there are twe 
fundamental systems of education, 
one that o! the Protestant com~ i 
munities free from the control of § 
religious bodies, and the other that 
of Roman Catholic communities in 
which education is unite. with the 
religious teaching of the church. 

{n all the provinces the cost of 
education is defrayed from the pub- 
fie revenue, provincial or local, and 
public and elementary education is 
absolutely fvee. With the exception 
of Quebec all the provinces have 
laws of compulsory schoo! attend- 
ance, uniformity in the training of 
tcachers, text books and the g-ading j 
of children. Upon application the 
»rovincial government gives im- 
mediate fmancial assistance for the 
erection of new schools where settle- 
ment warrants this or increased at- 
tendance demands a large edifice, 
wach year thousands of new schools
